Every year smallpox 
develops to a greater or lesser ex­ 
tent and frequently some of tho 
patients are people without homes, 
who are driven away from their 
boarding places when it is learned 
they have a contagious disease. 
So far. the administration has 
either neglected or refused to take 
action looking toward the building 
or securing of a place to be used 
for the accomodation of such un 
fortunates. 
Sedalia, with its pop 
ulation of nearly 30,000 people, is

The renting and furnishing of a 
small house in a thinly settled por­ 
tion of the city, where smallpox 
patients could be cared for would 
be a relatively small expense and
